me HAVE already acknowledg’d, and 
Mew am willing to do it again upon all 
% Occafions, that thofe Taxes, whith 
lick Neceffity bath laid om the 
mportation of Commodities, bave 
been a very grievous Burthen on the 
B Britith Commerce; and I will add, if 
you pleafe, that fuch high Duties on 
the Produce of our en Colonies, in 
wey feem more grievous, as well as impolitick, for 
eral Reafons, which it would be fruitle(s to offer in 
Ushis Place ; bat fince pudlick Naceffty obliges us to fub- 
mit to them for the prefent, We hope at leaft that They 
will not be made ftill more grievous to us by any ex- 
traordinary Methods of Colle ion. : ! 

The Publick hath already feen my Reafons againft Ex- 
tifes, with Regard to te Trade, Liberties and Confita- 
tion of this Kingdom. Let us now confider the Lester- 
writer's Arguments againt Duties on Importation, as The 
are ftated at large in my introductory Paper on this Sub- 
jeét ; and as I will not endeavour to conceal the Force of 
any of them, fo if They are found weightier in the 
Scale, I am ready to give up the Caufe and confent to 
the A/teration propofed. 

He tells us that all Home-Confumption ought to be 
taxed ; | fappofe He means all Home-Confumption of 
Srreign Commodities. thoagh his Expreffion is general and 
includes our dome/fick Produce, as well as Goods imported 
from abroad; but as This feems to be only an Inaccuracy 
of Language, I fhall take no farther Notice of it, unlefs 
He fhould think fit to declare Himfeif exprefly an Advo- 
cate for all Home-Confumption. 

The Produce of our Colonies brought hither bath avaf 
Dijadoantage, fays He, in paying Duty upon being /and- 
ed, ated receiving Drawbacks om being exported; and ibat 
all Goods imported are more or lefs fubjedt to this Grie- 
wasce. ‘This is certainly very true, as I obferved 
fore, and I with all imported Goods did really draw back 
the whole Duty upon Exportation, which feems highly 

. reafonable and would, no doubt, be of great Advantage 
to the Trade of the Kingdom; but I am ataLofs to 
guefs how this ifadvantage would Le removed by tur- 
ing the Cuffoms into Excife:, il We are to fappofe that 
Drawbacks will be continued under this sew Methed ; 
and ifno Drawbacks are to be allowed on any Goods 

” exported, after They h-ve paid the Excife, I leave the 
Publick to judge whether our Exportations, the moft va- 
luable Part of our Trade, wil not be vaftly encouraged 
and improved by it. 

We are told that all Duties, paid the Government on 
Importation, cof the Government ten per Cent. for prompt 
Payment ; to which I reply ; firft, that thefe Premiums 
were allow’d by Parliament to the Importer, Merchant, 
or Fa@tor, in Confideration of the Intereft of their Mo- 
ney fo advanced ; fecoudly, that thefe Premiums are not 
peculiar to the Cu/foms, but allow’d, in feme Proportion, 
On feveral Excife Duties ; particularly Thofe of Salt; 
for in the very Pamphict, where the fe Objeétions are ad- 
vanc’d, a Sum of twenty thoufand Pounds per Ann. is de 
dufted from the gro/i Charge, as it is there call’d, on 
Account of prompt Payment ; and therefore I cannot fee 
any Reafon why this Objeion thou'd be particularly 

ed againit Dutics on Importation, but thirdly, if this 
ance, on prompt Payment, thould be thoaght too 
Barge, for the Encouragement of the Trade of the King 
dom, it is in the Power of Parliament to reduce it, or 
@ven to take it away intirely, if They fhould think con- 
Venient, without having Recourfe to fo defperate a Re- 
medy- as an Excife, which is infinitely worfe than the 
Difeafe it felf, even according to the Letter-writer’s own 
Reprefentation. 

It is farther alledz'd that, in many Cafes, if the Com- 
modity be enter’d for Re-exportation, within a certain 
Time, the FaGtor claims a Drawback of the intire Duty ; 
by which the Nation, as the Cuftoms now fiand, aftually 
Jofes ten per Cent. on divers Branches of our Commerce — 

the Geztleman hath not thought fit to fpecify thofe 
Branches of Trade, on which the Nation lofes this Pra- 
sium, it cannot be expeéted that I fhould give Him a 
aged Anfwer. At prefent therefore I fhall reply on- 
y, in general, that the Charge is falfe ; for all Allowances 
upon /mportation are dedudied in the Debenture upon Ex. 
portation ; but if the Letter-coriter will pleafe to parti- 
cularize any Branch of Trade, in which the Nation a@u- 
ally oles ten per Cent. by Premiums and Drawbacks, 1 
fe either to give - @ partieular Anfwer, or to 
ye that it ought to be remedied, though not 
an Excife.

founded on the Charges of Commiflion, &c. which the 
Planters and Merchants of our Colonies are obliged to al- 
low their Fa@ors bere for the Tran[adtion of their Bufine/s 
at the Cuftem-boufe. To This I anlwer that the Le 
bearer is worthy of bis Hire ; and, for my Part, I can fee 
no Reafon why the Merchants should tranfaét Bufinefs at 
the Caffom-boufe -. the Pianter’s Goods, without 
being paid for thei uble; for as thofe Perfons, with 
whom our Merchants deal abroad, take Commiffions from 
Them, fo I think it resfomable and equitable that They 
fhould take Commiffions com others. 
Weare likewile told, by the fame Author, that aum- 
berlefs Frauds are committed, and that the clandefline 
Running of Goods is greatly eMtcuraged by this Method HA 
paying Duties on (Importation, and allowing Drawbac 
on exporting them again.— This deferves a particular 
and diftin& Anfwer. 
In the firft Place, I am ready to allow that thefe 
Complaints of Frauds and Smuggling are too juft ; but I 
cannot agree with the Letter writer, concerning either 
the Caufe, or Cure of thefe Evils 3 which ‘are not fo 
much owing to the Payment of Duties on Importation, 
and the Allowance of Drawbacks on Expor‘ation, 28 to 
the Height of the Duties themfelves on all fuch foreign 
Commodities as are wanted for Confumption in this 
Kingdom ; for till the Maltiplicity of Impofitions and 
additional Duties were laid on thofe Commodities, the 
Pragtice of running Goods was of no great Confequence, 
as wil] appear by comparing the Seizures made in for- 
mer Times with Thole of late Years. If therefore the 
fame Duties are to be continued, or greater Duties 
fhould be laid on the Commodities eonfumed in this 
Kingdom, an Alteration in the Method of collecting 
them will not prevent the c/andeftine Running of Goods ; 
which can be effeéted only by the Reduétion of the 
Duties to fach a Degree, that it wil! not be the Intereft 
of any Perfons to engage in a Traffick fo hazardous to 
Themfelves, as well as prejudicial to the fair Trader. 
It is pretended, I know, that the extraordinary Powers 
of Excife Law; are become neceflary for the Prevention 
of Frauds in the Colleétion of Duties impofed by Par- 
liament; but whoever will give Himfelf the Trouble of 
lcoking into the penal Laws, relating to the Ca/ffoms, 
will find as fevere Penalties annex’d to Them as were 
ever known amongft a free People; and becaufe fome 
Gentlemen may be mifled for Want of knowing what 
Powers th: Commiffioners of the Cuftoms are invefied 
with, the following will ferve as a {mall Sketch of them. 
The Penalties upon Merchants, Mafters of Ships and 
others, concern'd in Trade, befides their being fubjeGed to 
@ firi Examination upon Oath, are Forfeiture of the 
Goods: in fome Cafes, double the Value; Lofs of the Sbip, 
or Veffel, with all ber Tackle; Fines of 100 1. or 500 / 
Imprifonment ; Incapacity to fue for any Debt; and the 
Proof generally thrown upon the Owner, or Importer. 
On the other Hand, the Powers given tothe Cuftom- 
Houle Officers are very large. All the Subje&s of the 
Kingdom are enjoyned by AZ of Parliament to affift 
Them. They may break open Hoxules, Shops, Trunks, Se. 
to fearch yd probibited, or run Goods, by a proper War- 
rant, and in a proper Manner. They may enter on Board 
any Ship, or Veffel, and break cpem any Calin, Trank, 
or fmall Package; fo that if the King is ftill defrau- 


ded of bis Duties, it muff proceed from the Corruption, 
or Negligence of the Perfons employed, and not from 


Want of fufficient Penalties 7 the Offenders, or /uf- 
ficient Power in the Cuftom-Houfe Officers.

Befides, We have found by Experience that Excife 
Laws do not prevent Smuggling; for I believe foreign 
Commodities were never more run than at prefent ; 


Coafts, to hinder the running of Goods inte the 
Country. Their Province lies more in tormenting the 
fair Trader; in difquieting Him in the Poffeffion of 
roperty, and in the peaceable Purfuit of his law- 
ful Calling. Nay, how can it be expected that Bx- 
cife Officers thould prove more honeft in the Execution 
of their Truft than Cuffem-bou/e Officers ? There is a 
for Knavery in the former than in the /at- 
ter; and I makeno Doubt that They know as well how 


by the Letter-writer, that 
the People might be confiderably eafed as well at home, as 
im our Colonies abroad, by this Alteration; which is fo 
far from being true, that I apprehend another bad Ef- 
fe&t of Excifes to be, that They will certainly bring a 
farther Burthen on the People, equal to a Tax; for 
the Exci/e will not eafe the Merchant of any Burthen 
He now labours under in carrying on this Trade, fuch 
as Officers’ Fees, Servant? Wages, &¢. but He will be 
equemt Examinations of 


he Creates —— 


his Stock. To This We muft likewife add his own 
Trouble and Fatigue, Lols of Time and coaeinios 
of Bufinefs ; for which He will have a Con ion im 
the Value of his Goods, and This muft be pai by the 
Confamer, where every expenfive Load on Trade will 
center at laf. 

How therefore can it be faid, with any Colour of 
Truth, that the People will be eas'd bp this Method 
of Taxation, which sot only takes from Them one of 
their moft effential Rights, as Puglifomem, but. will un- 
meee inhance the Price of all Commodities, which 
are neceffary and convenient for Life ? 

Almoft the fame Anfwer may be made to that Part 
of the Argument, which relates to the Improvement of the 
Revenue ; for I think it demonftrable that it wil 
ther leffen than increafe it; many of our imported Com. 
modities being for Luxury, and therefore the dearer They 
come, the lefs will be confumed, and fo far as the Com 
fumption is leffenedy the Revenues moft diginith. Ty 
That, indeed, were the only Evil, the Nation might be 
a Gainer in the main; but our Debts and 
have reduced us to fuch an unhappy Dilemma, that We 
are obliged to encourage Luxury, in order to fapport the 
Revenue. Mf therefore the Advocates for E xcifes will pleafe 
to explain the Particulars of their Scheme, F believe ie 
will be found impraéticable, and that it will not anfwer 
the a be ek oad it, if = Improvement of the Re- 
venue, juft and honeft Means, be what T really 
intend. , , - 

The Letter-writer goes on in the following, extraor- 
dinary Manner.—None will be affcAed by this Altera- 
tion but thofe little, mercenary Faétors, who Srom the 
Luft of Lucre would bave thefe Cuftoms continued. Again 
the Intereft of Trade, againft the Eafe of the Peoples 
meerly that They may bave the private Advantage of 
Premiums on prompt Payment, and Commiffions for 
tranfafing Bufinefs at the Cuftom houfe. But This I 
am perfuaded, fays He, will beve fo little Weight with 
the. People of England, againft their general Moaiage, 
that I atta They ot aefpije the Clamours 
and rejelt the Perfons of Thofe, who oppofe a ce 
Stom a8 Juch {ordid hone enh parton 

Thefe are very hard Imputations ; and I believe it ig 
the fir Time that any Writer hath taken the Libe 
to treat the whole Body of Britifo Merchants (who are, 
moft of Them, Fadors for others, as well as Traders om 
their own Account) in fuch an unhandfome, Manner, with- 
out any other Reafon than becaufe They may not ap- 
prove of a Scheme, which will not only be highly pre- 
judicial to the general Intereft of Trade, in which their 


own particular Interefts are involv'd, but, by the nee 
fary Increafe of Officers, greatly endanger the Liberties 
of the Nation. 

If 1 am not very much miftaken, the Letter-epriter } 
paid for this notable Produétion, as well as ag the 
for employing his Time fo glorioufly in the publick 
Service; and if We fhould cal] one a mercenary Writer 
or the other a mercenary Mirifier, We know by Ex: : 
rience how loudly They would complain of fuch Appeb 
lations ; but, perhaps, the Nature of thisScheme makes 
it neceflary to abufe the Merchants, as a Pack of fordid 
Wretches, who deferve no Regard and ought to be cut 
off from the common Privileges of Eng/ifomen. 

I am unacquainted what Part the/o Gentlemen may 
think fit to ad, if any fuch Proye# fhould ever be 
brought into Parliament ; but if They fhould jadge it 
their Intereft, or Duty, to appear in Oppofition to it, I am 
apt to believe that their C/amours, as the Letter writer 
terms them, will not be d+/pis’d, nor their Perjons vgn 
jefied on fuch an Occafior ; efgecially by the beft, and 
richelt of our Reprefentatives. 

I am, indeed, at a Lofs to guefs why the 
fhould be treated in fuch an sammie inne. tee 
were not the Propofers, or Promoters of utting the 
Produce of our Colonies, or the Conmnsitcne of foe 
reign Countries, under fuch Diladvantages, by paying 
Duties on being /anzed, and receiving Drawbacks on 
being exported. I dare anfwer for Them that They 
would be glad w have great Part of the Duties on all 
Commodities, not prohibited, taken off, or lower'd 
however They may be treated as Mercenariss, whe 
trade only from a y of Lucre; and that They are of 
Opinion that taking fuch a Step would bring a much 
greater Advantage to the Nation, as well as a grester 
Revenue to the Crown, than any Alteration in the 
Manner of collecting the Duties; for a ReduMien o 
them will certainly- occafion a greater Exportation of 
our Produét and Manufactures, and a greater Importa- 
tion of foreign Commodities; whereas the Converfion 
of Cuffoms into Excifes will as certainly be attended 
with a Decreafe of Importation, a3 well as Exportation,

I hope there- 
dere that’ none-of-orr Countr-men abroad will fuffer 
Themfelves to be impofed upon fo far, as to think that 
any Scheme can be for their Advantage, which is fo con- 
trary to the Interefts and ‘Inclinations of their Fel/ow- 
Subjefs at beme. For my Part, I have conftantly ef- 
fed their Caufe in the moft zealous Manner againit 
all their domefick, as well as foreign Enemies, without 
‘taking Part in any particular Difputes amongft Them- 
felves ; but if the Controverfy fhould ever lye between 
the real, or pretended Intcreit of any particular (Colony, 
and tie general Intereit of Great Britain, I muft beg 
Leave to fide with the /atser; for it would certainly 
be much better that fuch Cs/ory were funk to the Bot- 
tom of the Sea, than that it fhould ever be made the 

Inftrument of enflaving its Mother Country.

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 

Hague, Nov. 11. N. 8. The Worms that are got into 
the Wooden Piles before our Dykes in North Holland, 
ftill make the fame Havock ; which is not furprizing ; for 
as Jong as there is Wood to eat, they will eat ; and when 
that is gone, they will die; for they cannot live upon 
Water, nor any other Alimest. But the Mifchief they 
do, is nothing near fo great as the Populace make it, nor 
even as the facred Oracors infinuate, who fometimes make 
a Mountain'of a Mole-Hill. The Damage is great, it is 
tmnt; but it is not paft Remedy; for there are fo many 
Undertakers to kill thefe Worms, that it is difficult to 
choofe the Feit. However, thofe who are afraid their 
Ships would be infected, if they came into the Texel, or 
the Ports of the Zuider Zee, do not confider the Nature 
of thefe Worms; they are not in the Water, but in the 
Wood, from which they never ftir; there they breed, 
there they feed, there they grow up, and there they die; 
and all ina fhort Time, pretty much like the Sik.‘Worms. 
There is but one Seafon of the Year, in which Ships can 
run any Rifque of catching them, and thit is during the 
Dog-days. ‘This is grounded upom Experience, and i: 
Matter of Faé&t. here are no Worms at Amfterdam: ; 
they cannot live in frefh Water: All that has been pub- 
kh’d of that Natuse, was without Foundation. 

LONDON, December 2. 

Tuefday a Motion was mede in the Court of Common- 
Pleas, Weitmintter, for difcharging Mrs. Benfon, the Wife 
of Thomas Benfon, Bfg; late Secondary of the Compter, 
out of Cuftody, into which the was taken upon an Execu- 
tion illezally obtiimed againft her.

An Attorney's Clerk being fent to ferve her with a 
Copy of a Writ, found one Mrs. Benfon, a Woman of the 
Town, who lived in Princes-ftreet, Drury-Lane, and hav 
ing ferved her, proceeded at Law to an Execution.
